How- 
ever, were they aware of the delight with which such incidents are seized upon 
by enthusiasts of certain other codes, they might pause and think twice before 
putting on such a degrading exhibition—even if their own sense of fair play is not 
sufficient deterrent. 

It is interesting to see the fine game of football being put on by the two 
Jugo-Slav teams. Melbourneites had ample evidence that these gentry could 
play football during the visit of the touring team last season, but for the Jugo- 
Slav community of Melbourne to be able to form two separate clubs, each of 
which is outstanding in its own division, is indeed a remarkable performance. 
White Eagles with excellent goal average of 31—4, are way ahead of their nearest 


rivals, Fifers, in the Third Division (North), and JUST are second, only on’ 


goal average, to the Navy in the southern section; and Navy were only able to 
draw with them when the two teams met. It leaves one wondering what kind 
of a team these Jugo-Slavs could put up if the two clubs were to unite, But, at 
any rate, it is a great credit to the two clubs concerned and Messrs Marcovitch 
(White Eagles) and Kuketz (JUST), secretaries and founders of the respec-

| One of the greatest dangers to players is that concrete cricket pitch, which 
invariably cuts right across the playing area and sometimes even into the penalty 
square. | On two grounds this season—Footscray City’s at South Kingsville and 
Hakoah’s at Yarra Park, highly dangerous concrete wickets have marred the feld. 


At Kingsville. turf chips on which players ‘'slid all over the place,” had been 
scattered over the pitch, while at Yarra Park the wicket was completely un- 
covered Imagination hogs at what will happen when a fast-travelling player 
slips and falls heavily on one of these concrete slabs. ) 


The aspect which concerns the association and its umpires is whether such 
a ground is really fit to play on. 


At Kingsville the ground was literally Hooded also. Through one of the 
goals a pretty little brook was flowing, making the task of the goalkeeper 


ov" difficult. 


It was completely impossible for any player to obtain even a semblance of 
a foothold, some sinking at times into the water to well over the top of their 
boots, 


Without malice towards the referee, | was surprised to hear him declare the 
ground a fit one for 22 men to play on, To this day | am amazed no one was 
seriously hurt—it was pure luck. 


Naturally, any resemblance between the game the players “swam and 
soccer was purely coincidental. But then, very little else could have been 
expected from anyone on such a water-logged ground. 


Postponement of matches is a nuisance to the club and the Association alike, 
hut in the interests of soccer and the health of its players, referees should exercise 
their prerogative and cancel a game scheduled for one of these dangerous grounds. 


In conclusion. let's all do our bit in improving our ground. We ll impress 
the councils and our own opponents—and play a much better game of soccer.

SOCCER BACK IN GEELONG 
By H. E. WARD 


On Easter Saturday, a crowd of between two and three hundred people 
turned out to see International Harvesters and Geelong Celtic put on the best 
game of soccer ever seen on the shores of Corio Bay. 


It was a local derby in every sense of the word, and a 3—3 draw was a 
satisfying result. All the incidents and thrills of a local teams clash in the “Old 
Country” were there, and every spectator went away happy in the knowledge 
of an afterncon well spent. i= 


One elderly Scot was heard to remark, Ahve waited twenty years for 


this!” 
Well, Jock, we sincerely hope youll be seeing many more in the future. 


This was not the first time, however, that soccer has been played in Geelong. 
Before the last war, there was a flourishing Geelong and District League. Two 
shields and a cup still repose in the vault of a local Bank. The outbreak of hos- 
tilities in 1939 put an end to the League, and the game soon faded from the 
public memory. 

The present soccer boom’ really began last September, when about sixty 
student teachers from Britain arrived in Geelong to form the nucleus of the new 
Teachers’ Training College. 

Uinimpressed by “Aussie Rules,” they soon yearned for ‘real football.” <A 
ball was purchased, and for many weeks, each evening saw nine or ten diehards 
kicking it about on the Jawn of the sedate residence in which they lived. 


Ambitious, they formed a club, and resolved to apply for admission to the 
V.S.P.A. Prank McGarry, the secretary and driving force behind the club, 
accordingly went off to Melbourne to press his case with Mr. Beaton. 


Meanwhile, over at the International Harvester Company's great factory, 
another group of British migrants were thinking and acting on the same lines. 
The two groups met one night—by chance—in a popular hostelry, and it 
was not long before Geelong was possessed of two soccer clubs. 


Whilst awaiting the decision of the V.S.F.A., both clubs went into «® 
recruiting players (by no means an easy task), arranging practice games a 
generally trying to publicise their efforts. 


‘Then came the welcome news that ‘Geelong Celtic’’ (the name has some 
connection with Glasgow) were to play in the Third Division (North), and 
LHC. were included in the Reserves League. So the season started. 


The most important development came on Thursday, April 6, when it was 
learned that the Harvesters’ were to go into the Third Division (North) to take 
the place of Northcote. This meant that they were to meet “Celtic’’ on the 
following Saturday. 


Hurried preparations were made. The game was announced in the local 
press, and the battle was on. Soccer was back on the map in Geelong! 


Sa Plans are already afoot to make the next ~Derby” match a bigger and better 
affair, so that never again will soccer be merely a memory in Geelong.

4—— The Goalkeeper 
By BILLY SINCLAIR 


The goalkeeper, being the last line of defence, has probably the most respon 
sible position on the soccer field. He must have a qood understanding with his 
Fellow defenders and have their full confidence, as he will have to extricate 
froin many tight corners, 

The main essentials for a goalkeeper are agility and a good sense of anticipa- 
tion. When saving a straight ball the hands should always be backed by the 
body, and the ball should be hugged into the ribs or stomach, with the elbows 
close in to the side. Similarly, the legs should always he closed when taking 
ground shots, | 


ah aa 


eepers duties and good timing and clean fielding of the ball is the main 
Wweessity for this. There are times when the opposing forwards are in close 
attention and likely to charge or bustle the goalie, in which case the ball should 
be punched away with the fists. It is also unwise to bounce the hall too often 
when worried by the forwards. Corners should only be conceded as a last 
resort. 

Every goalkeeper should learn to place his kicks as far and as accurately 
as possible to an un-marked team-mate, although there are occasions when a 
throw or short kick to a fellow-defender is more advantageous 

One of the hardest things for a goalkeeper to judge is when to run out from 
his goal. Normally he should only do so when he is sure of getting the ball, but 
there are occasions when his defence is spreadeagled and he has to make a quick 
dash to narrow the shooting angle and endeavor to smother the ball Quick 
thinking is required in these circumstances, 

In the above I have outlined the major tasks a goalie is called upon to per- 
form. To all juniors aspiring to become proficient at goalkeeping, the main thing 
is constant practice with your team mates banging in shots at you, both high 
and low, from all angles. In training you can concentrate on high skipping, 
body swerving in and out of posts, short sharp sprints and place kicking.
